ways on 'board. 


(All went well until three o'clock on 


Thursday; morning when a submerg- 
ed ice-berg was struck. The pilot Im- 
mediately urged the'captain to beach 
the 'vessel but the captain thought 
this 'was too dangerous. 
Then the 
first-mate ordered the Me 
boats 


manned, but the captain; It is satd, 
thought that there was no Immediate 
danger; and so told the passengers 
who had rushed-from the state rooms. 
A few . moments later, however, the 
captain ordered 'the life boats man- 
ned and the .passengers piled aboard, 
the vessel sinking rapidly and soon 
the boats were filled ana overcrowd-1 
ed while many still remained om deck 
begging and praying for help.

If a colt or a lamb is left without a 
mother, another mother is found as 
speedily as possible to care for the 
little animal during the short time it 
needs a mother. 
The same

motherless children. 


A Striking Fact 


. A striking fact about animals in the 
shtort time they are dependent on 
their mother.. With a child it is dif- 
ferent. 
They must have at least 


from eight to twelve years of care 
before they can take care of them- 
selves with any show of coming up 
to a'citizenship that shall be a credit 
to the state.

Rev. Merrill told several stories of 
the good results in individual cases 
where children had been placed in 
homes and said there were many in- 
stances which serve to encourage the

state because no one can- engage in 
a work which means so much to citi-' 
zenship .without loving the state bet- 
ter than ever before. Church people 
make a mistake in trying to

intensify it. 


Home An Oak Tree 
The oak tree of 'modern society is 
the home. 
• History 
shows 
that 
where the home has become degrad- 
ed and home ties "have been destroy- 
ed, the country has gone 
steadily 


downward on the road to ruin. Good 
citizenship depends ton tihjbste who 
have' 'had mothering and fathering 
in a domestic home. 
The past year 


for the society has been a most sat- 
isfactory . one. Two hundred children

A further examination of the rolls 


does not end to sliciw that the pen- 
sion list is,liable to be reduced soon. 
The roll grew, first because, after 
the law of 1890 granting pensions for 
disabilities not incurred in the ser- 
vice, and, secondly, because of the 
admission to the rolls of the widows 
oi the men who died long after the 
rebellion was over. 


Many New Widows 


The total of 997,735 pensioners no-w- 


on the roll includes..8;655 survivors of 
•wars prior to 1861. 
Of the remaind- 


er 739,994 are invalid veterans 'and 
249,036 are widows. 


Of- the veterans only 298,675 are 


pensioned for disabilities actually in- 
curred when in the service, while 
438,114 are now drawing annual in- 
comes for disabilities. 
The 
same 


proportion holds good as to the wid- 
ows, 145,117 being granted pensions 
because of the death of their hus- 
bands from diseases 
other 
than 
those contracted in the service, while 
only 83,802 claim : rewards 
because 


they are the widows of soldiers wlio 
died directly from bullets or dis- 
eases of actual war. 


Thus it appears that the new wid- 
ows are likely to make up for the 
deaths, while from year to year old 
soldiers who have been Tiealthy grad- 
ually 
acquire new disabilities and 
become pensionable.
